A Costly Lesson. 

On Tuesday, May 25th, the Irish rail- 
way strike was started by the refusal of 
some of the London and North-Western 
Railway Company's servants to handle 
munitions of war. Their action was 
applauded hagely in certain political 
quarters, and almost immediately most oí 
the Irish systems were involved. Un 
Thursday, May 27th, we wrote as follows : 


“The whole situation -is so serious that no 
sober Irishman will seek to aggravate it. It is 
rather a moment for an earnest appeal to the 


common-sense of all claeses.of the Irish people. 


The facts are simple, and we present them to 
the Irish railwaymen, to such political forces as 


| may be behind them, to the newspapers which 


seem to be encouraging them, and to the coun- 
try at large. Whether the English union sup- 
ports or repudiates this latest challenge to the 
Crown’s authority, the whole cost and hard- 
ship of the contest must fall on Ireland. The 
‘Army of Occupation’ will not suffer, because 
the vast machinery of the War Office, brought 
to perfection during the last five years, will be 
at its back, and will be able, if every railway 
in this country is stopped to-morrow, to keep it 
fully supplied with munitions and food, Irish 
trade and industry, however, are suffering now, 
and, if the strike is developed, must continue 
to suffer to the point of ruin.”’ 


We claim no gift of prophecy, for the 
resnit and cost of this strikei ought to 
have been patent to the meanest intel- 
ligence. From the first day the rash and 
deluded railwaymen were fighting a losing 
battle. Thoy had issued a challenge which 
the Government was compelled to accept, 
and, of course, its victory, tooner or later, 
was certain. Yesterday the men decided 
to resume work, “ without discrimination 
as to the class of traffic tendered and con- 


‘weyed.” The strike has. existed for seven 


months. During that time it has not 
taken a feather out of the British Govern- 
ment or its armed forces in Ireland. When 
trains began to stop the military authori- 
ties developed a thoroughly efficient 
system of motor transport—which, ‘inci- 
dentally, has killed all other motor traffic 
in the country. ? 
It was, as we predicted, the Irish 
people who suffered the. hardships of 
the strike and will pay the cost of it to 
the last penny.” As one service alter 


‘another céased to run, Irish cities: and 


towns were brought to a state of medisval 


isdlation. ‘Trade vas. paralysed. Shep- 


keepers throughout the land were con 
fronted with bankruptcy. The Western 
cattle industry came to a stand-still, and 
farmers lost a big share of the profits 
which they had made during the war. 
Thousands of railwaymen were thrown out 
of employment. The total cost of this 
strike must amount to many m 
and there is not a single citizen 
ho has not made his contri- 
The acme of folly was 
reached when the strike was prolonged for 
months after its authors and abettors had 
realised that failure was inevitable. 
railwaymen pined to get back to work, but 
an amour propre, with which we must 
have some sympathy, restrained them. 
Their own union gave them no guidance, 
An “AllTreiand’’ conference refused to 
accept any responsibility. Public opinion 
maintained a frozen silence. It was not 
until the Jxish Labour Party advised them 
to surrender, and their former champions 
in the Press became frightened, that te 
men decided to take definite action. 
happily, the country will pay for their 
hesitation by the loss of a large part of its 


trade. The strike is ended ; for we assume 
that the men will be allowed to get back to 
work with the least. possible delay and | 
that the companies will agree to let by- 
gones be bygones. At the best, however, 
some weeks must elapse befor 
services are restored, and many months 
‘must elapse before all the widespread 
mischief of this strike can be undone. 
Not only the railwaymen, but the Irish 
have received a severe lesson, and, 
if they choose to benefit by it, 
vanished millions will 
wholly squandered. The story of the 
strike dught to teach them two things. 
The first is that political passion is the 
least trustworthy of all guides to action—- 
especially to economic action.

Motor Taxes- 


The new scale of taxes for motor cars has 
been debated ad nauseam, and nobody, 
except the Treasury officials, has a good 
word to say about it. The motorists are 
willing to contribute their fair proportion 
towards the upkeep of the roads ; all that 
they claim is that the barden shall be dis- 
tributed equitably. The position of the 
British motorist is bad, but the plight of 
the Irish motorist is infinitely“worse. ‘The 
former, if he can pay the tax, may use 
his car as he likes. He can travel from 
Land’s End to Jolin o' Groats, and drive 
at any, hour of the day or night, and no 
person will stop. him. Moreover, he has 
the satisfaction of knowing that the money 
which the Treasury extorts from him will 
be spent upon the roads. The Irish motorist 
has none of these compensations: The 
Government—for good reasons, we admit~ 
has surrounded him with restrictions. 
Except in special circumstances he cannot 
use his car between the hours of 8 p.m. 
and 6 a.m., and he ‘cannot travel more 
than twenty English miles from his home. 
To all intents and purposes, his car is cf 
no-greater service to him than a pony and 
trap. Furthermore, the attitude adopted 
by local authorities to’ the Lotal Govern 
ment Board rules out the. probability that 
the amount raised by the tax will be 
utilised for the repair of the roads in the 
immediate future. Some time ago the 
Motor Trade Association (Irish Division, 
Midlands) passed a resolution which drew 
attention to thess facts. The case for 
concession to Irish motorists is unassail- 
able, and has our whole-hearted support. 


Vienna’s Hotel Strike. 
Vienna is in the grip of a hotel strike. 
The question of wages is not in dispute, 
but the workers insist that henceforward 
all. vacancies shall be given to persons 
who apply through the Social Democratic 
Labour Bureau.

POSITION ON THE MIDLAND 
RAILWAY. 


THE BOILERMAKERS’ STRIKE. 


The decision of the All-Ireland Railwaymen’s 
Conference in Dublin yesterday to stop 


the munitions strike. and agree to handle 


all classes of goods tendered, was learned with 
feelings of relief at the head offices of the 
several companies concerned. The strike 
lasted for a period of seven months, and dur- 
ing that time the greatest hardship was entailed 
upon the men who refused to work trains carry- 
ing armed troops or police or munitions. As 
every man refused he was dismissed, and the 
increasing number of guards and drivers thus 
leaving the employment of the companies serv- 
ing the South and West made it impossible for 
the customary sers\.ces to be maintained. As a 


result the services on the Great Southern and 


Western Railway, the Midland Great Western 


Railway, and the Dublin and South-Eastern 


Railway, were considerably curtailed. For some 


time past very few trains have-been running 


on the Midland and Great Southern systems, 
while the Dublin and South-Eastern line was 
also seriously affected, but not to so great an ex- 


tent as in the cases of the other railways. Several] 


branch lines had to be closed on these three 
railways, and on the Great Northern Railway 
some of the branch lines were ‘also closed, In 
consequence of these reduced services many 
other railwaymen were thrown out of employ- 
ment, but these, as they were not acting con 
trary to the advice of their union by refusing 
to handle troops or~munitions, received strike 
pay from the National Union of Railwaymen 
For some time past the vast body of railway- 
men has been in favour of returning to work, 
and the decision of the Conference was in eo- 
cordance with the general expectation. 


So fer, the various companies have not had time

Ireland that this Fund, which has already done

usclul and much-needed work, is sadly in need 
of eupport. Aiready it has dispensed £14,500 
among the poorer clergy m the dioceses which 
have joimed, and the Committee have arranged 
to pay out the balance at present in hands 
before Christmas. 

it may not be generally known that, at the 
Synod held in May last, the Fund, which was 
started in 1918 to meet the temporary neces- 
sities of the poorer clergy, was extended to the 
superannuated clergy, and a distribution to 
these was made on the 14th inst. It was, of 
necessity, of a very limited amount, and could 
only be made to a few of the most urgent cases. 
The case of these superannuated clergy is most 
painful amd extremely urgent. I eat on the 
Committee last Tuesday, and spent some hours 
considering the most urgent cases, and I cannot 
describe the intense feeiings or pain and regret 
which I felt that it -wgs not possible for us 
to grant anything approaching the sums of 
money that are urgemly required. Many of 
the superannuated clergy, after a life service in 
the Church, have been obliged to retire upon 
miserable pittances. At most a clergyman 
can only get £200 a year as pension, no matter 
what his previous Income wes, and in no case 
more than two-thirds of his clerical income; so

To turn to education in its wider aspects since 
last year, the Government had done little for 
Irish Secondary Education, which was faced | 
with an eppalling prospect. True, the Govern- 
ment gave a bonus which averaged £25 per 
head to Secondary Teachers, and with this 
princely dole expected them to be content.
